hath God and nature madethem commiſſtoners in the ſel- 
ſions of learned reaſon and vnderſtanding (without which 
incalſes of life and death, there oughtto be no daring or 
attempt at all,)itis raſh cruelty in them euen thereto do 
well , where,vnto the not iudiciouſly foreſecing, that well 
might haue prouedill,and that ill is oft noleſſe then death, 
oreliſe at leaſt the way to death , which is the hazard of 
health. Their counſels for this cauſe in matters of ſo great 
and dangerous conſequent , modefiie , nature, law, and 
theirowne ſexe ® hath eucr exempted. We may iultly here þ Mulicribus 
taxe their dangerous whiſperings about the ſicke, wherein nemo nunquam 
their preualence oft being too great,they abuſe the weake Lyczum zdift- 
ſenſe &f the diſeaſed, while they are not themſclues; and —— 
make iuſt and wiſe proceedings ſuſpeRed,and with danger _— "5h 
ſuſpended,For itis not ſufficient forthe Phyſition to do his $calig.deSubtil

Among thoſe that are wiſe, a 
good conſcience doth ſtay all raſh commiſſion : and con- 
firmation ofal' 1eceſſtary offices by ſuch as are learned,doth 
preuent theac, ſation of carelefle omifſion : and in this 
meanefor the . nlearned to conſiſt, is onely harmeleſle pie- 
ty. Betweenethe vnconfiderate haſt of abundant affeRi- 
on, and the lame and carelefſe pace of want of loue and 
duty: betweene too bufiemedling, and too curious for- 
| bearance, 
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26 Of women counſellours, common-viſiting 
bearance, are conſpicuous the excellent vertues of pru- 


dence, diſcretion and knowledge, vpon whichare ſafely 


founded wiſe moderation and temperate vſe of meanes, 
vnto which cuer and onely God hath bleſſed all ations, 
their ends and iſſues. In whom therefore theſe are nor, 
how ynwarranted are their aRios vnto their owne hearts, 
and how dangerous alſo muſt they be to others harmes? If 
women then profeſſe no arts, nor as maifters of ſciences 
can prouetheir rules, let them with ſobrietie gouerne the 


great rule of themſelues, and ſo ſhall they be moſt harme. - 


Icfly happy in being freed fromthe vnhappineſle of ha- 
ving their hands ſo commonly#in others miſhaps, vnto the 
diſhonourof womanhood, A gentlewoman lately falling 
gricuouſly ſicke , through the frights of bloud-letting 
( wherewith womens counſell by many ill reports thereof 
had confounded her) refuſed the only ſafe reſcue ofher life 
thereby, Whereupon very ſhortly after, her bloud grew 


ſo furious, that breaking the wonted bounds and limits | 


of her'veines, with violence jt guſhed out not onely at 
her mouth and naſe with diuerſc other paſſages ofher bo- 
dy beſides , but allo made a diruption in the veines of one 
of her legs, from whence iſſuing in great abundance ir 
ſpeedily Eiſpatched her, enen vnto the endand laſt breath 
till making her choyce, that rather her bloud ſhovld thus 
kill her then ſhe coſent to part with any part thereoforher- 
wiſe, Thus ſhe miſerably died. Corrariwite another gentle- 
woman in theycare 1602.and of heragethe 74.( as ſhee 
her ſelfe numbred ) vexed many yeares with a continuall

It is 
"ofc occaſion of mirth to fee, how cuen after ſicke men are 
ſometime perfectly recouered, the very ill opinion of re- 
medies paſt(laboured into the conceite by the wauing of 
idle tongues)holdeth them ſtill needleſly ficke,vntill their 
wiſer thoughts draw their minds to forget their imagina+ 
tion,or to remember themſelues: and thus vnawares they 
ſometime eaſe themſelues &f their owne impoſicion, 
which was firſt the vaine ſuppoſition of a friend.

Iris 
the common cuſtome of moſt common pcople thus ordi- 
narily to moleſt and trouble the ficke. Their preſence 
rv ſow is dangerous,& carefully to be either prohibited, 
or better goucrned.Common & vulgar mouthes eafily in- 
cline ſcandalouſly topreiudicethe things they know nor. 
Hence itis. in theſe dates a cuflomary worke to diſſwade 
phylicke, while mEnot making right choyce of their Phy- 
ſition, or peruciting good counſell by their owne peeuith 
frowardnes, and thereby multiplying vnto thelelues con- 
tiruall occafion of complaint, vniufily therfore accuſe art, 
whichthey neuer duly ſoughe,nor found,nor vied,& ther. 
foreneuer kriew. The offences that men iuſily take,are the 


faults,the blots, the ſtaines of: vnperfe&t workemen, not of 


artzwhercofart is as guilcleſſe as they are yoid of art, Many 
becauſethey may haply obſerue ſome others by the too 
much & immodcrate vie ofphyſicke, ſometime too hardly 
to keepe vnder their ownc (iregrh, ſometime haply to tire 
nature,or too cotinually to interrupt & perturbe her quiet 
fruition of herſclfe, & the true ſenſe of her owne power &

Concerning the looking of vnborne 
babes in an vrinarieglaſſe, and the making ofold fooles in

portthe ods, Yet for that this ſodain productis of change 
in the body ifſueth from conceptio only by accident, ther- 
of being truly and immediatly no cauſe it telfe, but an oc- 
calion onely mouing other cauſes, as commonly or more 
comonly moucd, both by diucrſe kind of other obſtructiss 
beſide,& alſo by other diftractions ofthe naturall heate & 
ſpirits, by cricicall intentions, concoGions, & maturations 
of diſcales; therfore is the confuled alceration of the vrine 
found vpon conceptis indefinite,& can be no ſpecialnote 
of c6ception. This is alſo further manifeſted by the altera- 
tions and effcs themſeclues following conception, which 
not onely in differing bodies,but in the verie ſame,are ſel. 
dome the ſame, but comonly farre vnlike,yea and oft con- 
trary at one time from themſeluesat another. This women 
themſehyes in their owne experience muſtneeds witneſle, 
{cldome obſcruing the changes of bodies after c6ception 
in all alike,& oft each inthemſelues finding the particular 
manners of their owne alteration farre diſcrepant. This 
their oft deceit in themſelues, miſtaking, and vncertaintie 
in themſelues commonly doth teſtific, ſometimes ſuſpe- 
Ctingthelclues with child whenthey proue diſcaſed,ſom- 
times doubring diſcaſcs being only with child. Since then 
conception is neither in it ſelfe a ſole , nor aſeparace cauſe, 
nor any true immediate cauſe of the alterations ofthe bo# 
dy follo\ving therupon,bur onely the occaſion mouing 0» 
ther cauſes, and thoſe cauſesare as indifferently alſomo- 
ued by many other occaſions beſides vnto the ſame ef- 
fets , their generalitie doth diſcharge their proprietic in 
this particular, and the common indication inthe vrine a- 
ny ſpeciall Ggnification proper vnto conception alone.
